The Augsburger Abendzeitung started 
a schoolgirl and schoolboy drawing 
competition to show Bavarian Ideals of 
beauty. Sixty out of 170 school girls 
sent in drawings of "the unmistaka- 
ble yonng American man with the 
well made chin which we are so used 
to," while half the boys' ideals of 
feminine loveliness were 'either Clb- 
son girls or German girls "modified by 
Gibson influence."

The stream front this point 
flows southeastward toward the bases 
of the Rhine and the Lake of Con- 
stance through the calcanxma beds of 
the Swabian Jura and ut certain points 
into sinks and rifts.
